BUYS DEATH GUN 
WITH NO PERMIT 


Suicide of John H. Bradley 


Nets Von Lengerke & 
Antoine, Four Dol- 
lars Profit, 


MYSTERY IN WOMAN. 


Note to Call “Mrs. Fliorning” 
in Effects of La Salle 
Hotel Guest Is Un- 
explained. 


ON LENGERKE & ANTOINB, 
sporting goods dealers, were 
one of the firms which fought 
THE TRIBUNE gun ordinance 

in the city -council and  suc- 
ceeded in having the first ordinance 
declared invalid. John H. Bradley 
sent for a TRIBUNE reporter while on 
his deathbed yesterday. He said he 
had purchased a 32 caliber automatic 
pistol from Von Lengerke & Antcine 
on Saturday without procuring a 
license. Mr. Bradley used the gun 
for the purpose for which he bcught 
it—suicide. The city records show 
that no license was issued to Brac- 
ley. He paid $16 for the weapon, 
he said. His death netted Von Len- 
gerke & Antoine approximately $1.50 
profit. 


When J. A. Abrahams, house detective, 
and Dr. R. E. Bechtel, house physician, 
burst into John H. Bradley's room in the 
Hotel La Salle yesterday afternoon they 
found a calm man awaiting them. The 
shot had totally blinded him, but he ap- 
peared not worried. 

I have a few lucid hours left,“ he saidi. 
“Send for 4 T:tIBUNE reporter. I want 
them to get this first hand.“ 

A few minutes later Mr. Bradley con- 
versed calmly with a reporter for Tuy 
TRIBUNE, 


Came Here to End Life. 

“T left my wife and daughter Onawa, 
la., and cameto Chicago expressly for the 
purpose of committing suicide,“ he said. 
“My health hasn't been good and busi- 


ness reverses caused me to shoot myself. | 


„went to the sporting goods store of 
Von Lengerke & Antoine at 340 South Wa- 
bash avenue on Saturday and purchased 
a thirty-two caliber automatic pistol for 
$16. No, I did not obtain a license. This 
morning I awoke some time between 9 
and 10 o'clock and rested a While. Then 
I reached under the pillow, grabbed the 
pistol, pressed it against my right tem- 
ple, and pulled the trigger.

CARSON l DEFIANT 


Insists Ulster Will Not Give 
Way, But Will Fight 
for Cause. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

BELFAST, July 18.—The two hundred 
and twenty-fifth celebration of the anni- 
versary of the battle of the Boyne today 
passed off without any untoward event. 

In Belfast, as throughout the province 
of Ulster, it was the greatest and most 
enthusiastic celebration of July 12 eve“ 
Feld in the north of Ireland, yet up to a 
late hour reports from all parts of the 
province show the day passed off quietly, 
although it had been feared and freely 
predicted that there would ve serious 
trouble on account of the existence of tne 
two volunteer armies and the feeling of 
the Ulster men against the home rule 
measure. 


Both Sides Deserve Praise. 

Credit for this preservation of order 
must be given to the Unionists and Na- 
| tionalists alike. The self-restraint shown 
by both sides tn such an electrical atmos- 
phere has been marvelous, and while it 
is a matter of congratulations for men of 
all parties that the day passed without 
bloodshed and without evena riot, in that 
very fact may be seen the true serious- 
| ress of the situation. 

The day of the more or less lightheart- 
ea ght is over: the days of the scrim.- 
mage and the shillelaghe are over. As 
one commentator remarked tonight: 
“The 12th is no longer an excuse for 
excesses. Armies now march where rab 
biea once ricoted.”’ 


100,000 Gather at Drumbeg. 

One hundred thousand persons gatn- 
ered in the flelds of Drumbeg, five miles 
outside of RBelfasi, and 40,000 men 
marched behind the carriage in which Sir 
| Edward Carson, the Ulster Unionist lead- 
ler, rode under a broiling sun and through 
choking cust. 

From 7 o'clock in the morning all of 
these men had been assemblirg witn 
drums and fifes and bands in order to 
leave Carlisle place, the starting point of 
the parade, by 10 o'clock, while other 
strall columns, composed of country 
Orange leaders, marched to the meeting 
place without giving or receiving the 
slightest provocation for a row. 


Both Sides Smother Hatred. 

That this may be accounted for by 
apathy on either side cannot for a mo- 
ment be maintained. When the speeches 
began at Drumbeg at 1:30 o’clock Sir Ed- 
ward Carson, who was the principal 
speaker of the ten who addressed the 
crowd, was received with wild enthusiasm 
| as he stood with his hand on an ancient 
leather bound Bible of the Belfast grand 
lodge, which was on a velvet cushion be- 
fore him. 

Crack, crack, crack went pistol shots 
un all sides, and it was several minutes 
before he could speak Then followed a 
speech which stirred the passions of his 
hearers to the depths, but the return of 
the procession to Belfast and through 
the streets of the city with all the bands 
playing Orange airs and amid cheers was 
perfectly orderly. 

The Nationalists were equally orderly. 
They obeyed the injunctions uttered by 
the priests from the pulpits yesterday 
and obeyed their leaders and remained 
quietly in their own quarters. 


Carson Makes Fiery Speech. 

Sir Edward Carson's speech at Drum- 
bee was one of the no surrender type 
throughout. 

“We will go to the bitter end,” he de- 
clared. You ask me to take a forward 
step. I tell the government that unless 
they are prepared to leave us alone we 
will recognize the provisional govern- 
ment and no other. I am not going to tell 
the members of the press or any one else 
what we are going to do, but I say this, 
that an assemblage representative of the 
whole of Ulster has given me authority, 
acting with our other leaders, and in any 
way I like to use it, to prevent home rule 
being put on the statute book. They 
have given me that power and I mean to 
exercise it.“

AST Saturday a mystery story 
of a baby girl was published in 
an Evanston newspaper. 

On Sunday Turn Tum un- 
covered the real story—how the 
little girl had been abandoned in 
Evanston six years ago to save the 
honor and pride of her parents, and 
how she was later adopted by a pro- 
fessional man. 

Tue TRIBUNE called this profes 
sional man on the telephone Sunday 
night. He talked with such a show 
of emotion that the story was with- 
held. Yesterday this man walked into 
the office, 

“I Hed to you lke a trooper last 
night,” he said, “But I knew you 
knew I was lying. Now I have de- 
cided that perhaps it would be better 
if you would print it all without the 
names. It may carry a lesson to 
some one.“ 

So here is the story, without the 
names; 


Six years ago a young man and a girl 
were graduated from a certain school to- 
gether. They eloped. Their parents were 
highly displeased. The young Mr. and 
Mrs. X took up their residence in Oak 
Park and sued for forgiveness. Six months 
after their marriage a baby girl was 
born. 

The Xe feared very much that the com- 
ing of the child would make the estrange- 
ment with their parents permanent. They 


of friends. 

With a degree of parental] tenderness 
they made the baby a eacrifice to their 
hopes. The infant was 12 days old when 
they took her to Evanston and ieft her on 
the doorstep of the residence of acquaint- 
ances, Mr. and Mrs. Chester T. Bradford 
at 1320 Grove street. 

See Baby Taken In. 

The father and mother lingered in the 
vicinity unt they saw the baby taken into 
the house.

dropped out of their card ciubs, abandoned 
their dancing and began a home life for 
the sake of the baby girl. 

Home Downstate. 

Mr. and Mrs. X, after the sacrifice of 
the baby, gained the reconciliation they 
ascught. And in the six years that have 
aapsed they have built up material suc- 
cess. Their home is now downstate. 
Three other children have been born to 
them.

Enginemen to Give Ulti⸗ 
matum to Rail Man- 
agers Today. 


55,000 MEN 


IN LINE. 


A crisis was reached yesterday in the 
Wage dispute between the 55,000 engi- 
neers and flremen employed on ninety- 
eight railroads operating west of Chi- 
cago and the railroads’ general managers 
committee. 

At a conference scheduled for this 
morning the officials of the engineers’ 
brothernood will present their strike ulti- 
matum, About bo per cent of the men- 
bership of the union has voted to strike 
unless the roads accede to the demands 
for a Wage increase, 

The strike vote will be presented to 
the mahagers committee ag a last resort 
of the men. Othelals of the brotherhood 
insist the men are determined to strike 
unless an agreement is reached. After 
the ultimatum in the shape of the strike 
vote has been presented, the next move 
ig up to the ralltgads. 

Appeal to U. S. Likely. 

This Will probably take the form of ap 
appeal to the United States commissic ner 
of labor to take a hand in the situation. 
Whether the engineers will agree to ac- 
cept federal mediation requested by the 
railroads has not been determined. ‘The 
cominissioner of labor, should that om 
clal de called into the controversy, will 
act under the authority of the Newlands 
act, providing for mediation and arbitra- 
tion of railrcad labor disputes, § 

In the event the railroads dec 
ject the ultimatum without an appeal to 
fedyral Mediation, a gigantic lroad 
strike 13 practically certain to follow; ac- 
cording to the brotherhood officials. 

Such @ strike would tie up approximate- 
ly 148,000 miles of railroad, involving 
practically all lines west of Chicago, the 
illinois Central, and all lines in Canada 
west of Fort William, except the Grand 
Trunk Pacifica 

Arbitration Only Option, 

The employ¢s will have tne option of 
arbitrating under the Newlands act or 
going out on a strike in case their de- 
mands are not granted by the rallroade. 
Arbitration cannot be forced upon the 
men if they believe they can win their re- 
quests better through strike tactics. 

“There is no compulsory arbitration in 
the United States, said Warren & Stone, 
grand chief engineer, Brotherhood of Lo- 
somotive Engineers, last night. “If we 
feel justified in going on strike in this 
matter we shall do so.” 

Under the provisions of the Newlands 
act three men would serve on the arbitra- 
tion board—one chosen by each side ard 
one impartially selected. 

The number of enginemen and fremen 
involved is about 55,000.

Neither Representatives Foster of Un- 
nois nor Garrett of Tennessee would sign 
the petition. 

Cites ‘‘Gentlemen’s Agreement.“ 

Acting Chairman Pou of North Carolina 
declared that a ‘gentlemen's agree- 
ment among the Democratic members 
prevented him from aiding the women. 

The deputation was met in the rotunda 
of the capitol by Representatives Len: cot 
of Wisconsin and Kelly of Pennsylvania, 
and joined later by Representative Camp- 
bell of Kansas, all of whom signed the 
petition urging Mr. Pow to cali a meeting 
of the committee. 


Sees Democrats Losers. 

“I am much distressed over the atti- 
tude shown by the Democratic party 
through the rules committee, which it 
controls,“ said Mra. W. F. Hancock, pres- 
ident of the district section of the Nation- 
al Women’s Democratic league, as she 
left the capitol. “‘I personally feel that 
it is unlikely that the Democratic party 
will continue to receive the support pre- 
viously accorded to it by countless women 
if it persists in its present most unsatis- 
factory attitude toward suffrage.”

Assailant Was Dement- 
ed Anarchist. 


Anton Truskowski was a husk.” He 
worked in the stockroom at the Hotel 
Brevoort. His wages as a common l. 
borer were small. One day along about 
a year ago he lifted a case that was too 
heavy forhim. After that persons in the 
vicinity of West Eighteenth street and 
Ashiand avenue saw him trudge almost 
daily up the stairs to the offices of Drs, 
Harold H. Steere and J. J. Sprafka. Some- 
times one doctor would treat him and then 
the other. 

Then along in last October Truskowski 
quit his job at the hotel and went to 8t. 
Anthony's hospital, where the physicians 
operated on him. He came out weak and 
disheartened, and still continued to tread 
up the stairs to the doctor’s offices, 


Makes His Last Trip. 

A little after 8 o'clock last night he 
climbed the steps for the last time. There 
were several men and women with little 
children walting tm the reception room 
of the suite of offices on the second floor 
of the Platt building at 1808 South Am- 
land avenue. Truskowski took a seat 
among them and waited inefience. Every 
now and then one of the doctors would 
open a door, a patient would emerge and 
another would enter. 

Dr, Sprafka stuck his head out of his 
door and motioned Truskowski. 

“I dont want you tonight; I want to 
see Dr. Steere," replied the patient. 

Dr. Steere then opened his door and 
inquired who was next. Truskowski 
arose. The door closed on doctor and pa- 
tient. 


Women Flee from Room. 

A m«gnent later three shots were heard 
in the inner office. Women and children 
and men in the reception room stam- 
peded for the door. Several of the chil- 
dren were eknocked down by the men 
in their hurry to escape The women be- 
came hysterical. 

Dr. Sprafka ran into Dr. Steere’s office. 
Several of the men patients ventured 
back, They found Dr. Sprafka support- 
ing the head of Dr. Steere, who lay in 
one corner of the room. Diagonaliy op- 
poske in another corner lay Truskowski, 
He had shot Dr. Steere twice in the ab- 
domen and then turned the weapon on 
himself. The revolver was still clenched 
in his band. There was a bullet hole 
through his heart. He died as he was 
being carried out by the police. 


Paid Doctors $435 in Year. 

In Truskowski's pockets the police 
found receipts showing that in the course 
of the last year or so he had paid $435 to 
the two doctors for treatment for hernia. 

“There is the man who shot me, said 
Dr. Steere, as the police lifted him up. 
He waved his hand toward Truskowski. 
He refused to make a further statement, 
although he remained conscious While 
being taken to St. Anthony’s hospital. 
He died several hours later. 

O, the man was demented,” eaid Dr, 
Sprofka. “ He was a half wit anarchist. 
Usually I treated him, but tonight he 
wanted to see Dr. Steere. He had not 
come frequently to our office since we op- 
erated on him, and we only charged him 
$100 for work for which wé charge double 
that amount, as a rule. The man seemed 
to have anarchistic tendencies, for I re- 
member after the shooting of the arch- 
duke of Austria he came to me and said, 
Tm sorry I was not there to help do the 
shooting. 

Can't Tell Why He Did It. 

The police were summoned by Frank 
Szarkowski of 1661 West Twentieth 
street, who was in the hall at the time of 
the shooting. Edward Becklar, who lives 
in an apartment on the same floor as the 
doctor's offices, reached the office a mo- 
ment after Dr. Sprafka, and said he heard 
Dr. Steere say, “I don't know why he 
did it.“ 

Mrs. Wüllam Timme of 2107 Washburne 
street was one of those waiting in the 
anteroom at the time the shots were fired; 
She had brought her baby girl for treat- 
ment. Her 3 year old son, Lyle, was

porary organization of the convention. 


Smashed 1912 Convention.

TAX ‘FIXERS’ HELP DODGERS 


Assistant Prosecutor Says He 
Has List of Conspirators. 


POLITICIANS INVOLVED. 


Commissions Collected When Sched- 
ules Show Low Assessment. 


Assistant State's Attorney Hayden N. 
Bell announced yesterday that he has in 
his possession the names of a number of 
tax flrers.“ who are alleged to have 
conspired with tax dodgers in defrauding 
dollars. These politicians, he said, will 
face criminal prosecution on conspiracy 
charges along with the tax dodgers whose 
names are being obtained from the books 
and records of the board of assessors. 

It is the duty of these “* fixers to dis- 
tribute and oollect the schedules each 
year. 


„Fixzers“ Get Assessors’ Schedules. 

“We have found many instances in 
which property was assessed at a small 
figure like $400 when it should have been 
5100, 000,“ said Mr. Bell. “ When they get 
this through the board of assessors by 
methods best known to themselves, they 
go back to the taxpayer, point out to him 
how much he has been saved, and then 
collect their commissions.” 

Mr. Bell asserted that many disgruntled 
taxpayers, who found they were being 
assesscd more than their neighbors, have 
supplied him with the names of “ fixers ”’ 
and dodgers. 


More than 1,000 Suits to Be Filed. 

More than 1,000 complaints against per- 
sons and corporations who are alleged to 
have filed incorrect schedules of personal 
property and capital stock valuations 
will be filed with the board of review this 
week, according to Assistant State's At- 
torney F. J. Murphy.

“All’s Well,” Says Branch. 

The White House withheld the name of

Joseph G. Branch of Chicago, publisher 
of “Blectricity and Engineering,” told 
the president that business conditions 
are good and that the policies of the ad- 
ministration are approved by the people.

Chicago Bankers Wire Be- 
lief He Will Be Good Man 
for Reserve Board. 


GOES TO SENATE TODAY. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., July 13—[Special.) 
—While the presentation of the adverse 
committee report to the senate upon the 
appointment of Thomas D. Jones of Chi- 
cago to the federal reserve board was 
postponed until tomorrow, senators con- 
tinued to receive letters and telegrams 
from bankers and business men urging 
the confirmation of the nomination.

Irving Shuman, United States subtreas-

Chicago Banks Favor Jones. 

The banking committee received the 
following telegram from the First Na- 
itonal bank of Chicago which was ad- 
dressed to Senator Lewis: 

We fully appreciate and are in hearty 
sympathy with your efforts in behalf of 
President Wilson's nominations for the 
federal reserve board and we trust that 
political considerations will not militate 
against the confirmation of highly quali- 
fied men for these ‘mportant positions.” 

Senator Lewis also filed with the com- 
mittee telegrams of indorsement of Jones 
and Warburg from George M. Reynolds, 
president of the Continental and Com- 
mercial National bank of Chicago, and

Only Five Members Now. 

By death, resignation, and expiration 
of terms, there are now only five mem- 
bers of the board, while it takes seven to 
make a quorum. Until last year, mem- 
bers wnose terms expired held over until 
their successors were selected. This has 
been changed by law. however, and 
membership automatically ceases with 
expiration of term now. 

In connection with the fight for a 
Democratic control of the soldiers’ homes 
there recently appeared in the Natioral 
Tribune, a Washington publication be- 
voted to G. A. R. affairs. a bitter de- 
nunciation of Congressman. O'Hair be- 
cause of his activity. The denunciation 
was practically word for word the sare 
as that circulated throughout his distr'ot 
by the Cannon campaign managers on 
the Saturday night before election in 1972. 

Thousands of copies of this paper have 
been distributed in the congressman's 
district thie year under the direction of 
Cannon. The article appeared shor'ly 
after Uncle Joe's last visit in Wasb- 
ington.

second, reasonable indication that she 
had killed her sister in New Orleans and 
consigned the body to the Mississippi. 

Experts say the signature is the same 
as that on the longhand letter received 
in the same envelope, which is undoubt- 
edly in the writing of Mrs. Dennis.

The reference to animals of the wa- 
ters is construed as meaning the body 
of Beatrice was thrown into the Mis- 
sissippi.

But let us not commit the folly of self-humili- 
ation and self-stultification on the theory advanced 
by Secretary Bryan that “it will give prestige to 
the United States throughout Spanish America.”

haps, from England. It is, we believe, a novelty 
with Americans, who are less prudish and have 
preserved n wholesome freedom of association be- 
tween the sexes. 

The reason given for the innovation is that 
„ masbers have annoyed women at this public 
beach. This seems to be-considered a justification 
for considerably restricting the freedom of men 
and women who are neither mashers” nor likely 
to be the victims of these undesirables. 

It would seem that instead of adopting a sweep- 
ing rule, a more careful surveillance of the beach 
and prompt discipline applied to any man who has 
made himself obnoxious might have been suff- 
cient. If necessary a part of the beach might be 
reserved for the exclusive use of women and chil- 
dren, leaving the rest of the beach for general use. 

This beach rule is in itself of small importance. 
The tendency it expresses is by no means unim- 
portant. We Americans always have had too much 
faith in laws, but just now, under the influence of 
a wave of newly stimulated social consciousness, 
we are mote than ever inclined to clap a statute, an 
ordinance, or a regulation on anything we do not 
like and with less and less regard for our general 
rights and liberties. We are so concerned to pro- 
tect the subnormal from the abnormal that the 
comfort, convenience, and rational freedom of the 
mass of normal human beings are ignored, 

This tendency is carried to extremes by little 
groups of earnest reformers impressed with some 
evil which they have studied. They each bring a 
concentrated pressute on behalf of their own re- 
form. They usually lack a sense of proportion and 
show a reckless indifference to considerations lying 
without the radius of their own moral ardor. 

This process will result either in an unnecessary 
and unwholesome restriction of personal liberty, an 
excess of officlalism most obnoxious to American 
ideals, or it will bring about a sharp reaction which 
will carry away in many vital communities even 
safeguards and restrictions which are well consid- 
ere

One hundred and sixty reasons for the short 
ballot can be found by any voter who will look at 
the list of the Democrats who filed petitions Sat- 
urday for place on the primary ballot as candidates 
for nomination for the county board. In the first 
filing there were 160 petitions.

THE IRISH QUESTION. 
{From the English Review.] 
An imaginative man, such as Disraeli, would see 


the opportunities readily enough. He would elec- 
trify the house with a new definition of Christian- 
ity, explain the forgotten words of the Christ, 
show Sir Edward Carson that Calvin was a very 
evil, because a very bigoted, cruel, revengeful, 
and ignorant fellow, show Catholicism that home 
rule had nothing to do with Purgatory, Paradise, 
or even Jerusalem; that it meant Ireland for Ire- 
land, not Ireland for the pope; that it meant edu- 
cation, enlightenment, liberty, freedom of though.. 
and all the other empiric virtues given to man by 
the French revolution, including an original Irish 
labor problem, and many others to follow. The 
poet, Yeats, would do all this admirably. air. 
Birrell admits religion to be the crux, as it gener- 
ally is in this country}. 

Why are the ministers silent on this question? 
At bottom that is the issue. These men of Car- 
son's honestly believe that home rule would clap 
the claws of Jesuitism upon the land. At Belfast 
a rigid system of mediwval religious boycott of 
books is maintained. The name of God is taken 
in vain, as were the Spanish king about to in- 
vade the country. Throughout Ulster bigotry is 
the brooch and buckle of allegiance. Yet Mr. 
Asquith looks on politically; never seems to re- 
flect that home rule, as a useful policy, is impos- 
sible so long as religious intolerance goads men 
into rebellion; that it is the pit, and not parliia- 
ment, which is the cause of the whole dilemma. 

The Bible—once more applied politically. “oO 
Lord, give peace in our time!” But Carson says, 
“O Lord, give us strength to defeat our adver- 
saries!’ Militant Christianity! Get rid of the re 
ligious fanaticism, and there would be an end to 
all further opposition, and the people of Ulster 
could no longer pretend that they were English- 
men who loved England. In the teeth of bigotea 
ignorance what use is it for ministers to talk pol- 
itics, for a cabinet composed of philosophers, 
metaphysicians, agnostics, and the usual heteroge- 
neity of beliefs to treat Ireland on the plane of 
normal political accidence, when the cry in Ulster 
is “No popery!” and in the rest of Ireland 
“Rome!” 

We have got into this mess largely owing to 
gur lack of poetic imagination. 

Let Mr. Asquith go steadily forward in full 
respect of the Ulster conscience, fulfill his com- 
pact with the Nationalists and install a parlia- 
ment in Dublin, leaving Ulster out of the purview 
of its operations. He will have done his duty, 
done all that an English minister humanly can do. 
The problem will then be Irish, local, parochially 
idiosyncratic, no longer a burden on the English 
electorate. Its solution may take time, but that 
is not necessarily a disadvantage; the issue will 

pend on the catholicity of Mr. Redmond's diet. 

e unimaginative English cannot be held respon- 
sible for the vagaries of the Irish temperament, 
but we are responsible for our own sanity. 

There will be rows, bloodshed, an Irish crisis or 
two, thwackings at the local fairs, to be sure. But 
once Ireland has a government, Ulster will fina 
itself in a risible condition of isolation and dis- 
ability, like a potentate state in one of the Russian 
ballets; and if there is genius in the Irish race it 
will come out. When Ulster sees apostolic Ire- 
land quietly going about its business, realizes 
that henceforth interference on the part of Eng 
land is no longer an electioneering asset, it win 
indeed be very tremendously surprising if Irish 
national blood does not within a decade prove

of Portugal, was abbeas until her recent 
death. 

Archduchess Zita, during the years 
which she spent on the Isle of Wight, de- 
veloped a great liking for everything Brit- 
ish, was treated with exceptional kind- 
ness and attention by the members of the 
reigning house of England. and is so pro- 
nounced a friend of England that her 
sentiments are likely to prove a political 
factor when her husband comes to the 
throne in the relations between the dual 
empire and that af George V.

The archduchess has aleo a strong 
strain of French blood in her veins, being 
a direct descendant of Charles X., the last 
French king of the senior Bourbon line.

The appearance of the splendid Dnglish 
warships and the marked friendliness and 
cordiality which characterized the rela- 
tions between the Russian authorities and 
people on the one hand and the English 
officers and men on the other through- 
out the entire visit, have been a subject 
of much comment in the land of the 
czar. 

The one thing, though, that has caused 
more talk and has created more admira- 
tion on the part of the Russians than 
anything else, and which has been print- 
ed in every newspaper throughout the 
length and breadth of the empire, is-Ad- 
miral Sir David Beatty’s feat in draining 
that beaker of champagne at a draught. 

By so doing he contributed more than 
he or his officers could habe done in any 
other manner to the success of hie visit, 
which promises to be fertile in political 
results. 

Had Sir David been an American ad- 
miral, and in command of an American 
fleet of warships visiting St. Petersburg, 
he would, no matter what his capacity, 
have been precluded by the edict of Sec- 
retary Daniels from thus contributing to 
an understanding between the United 
States and the Muscovite empire.

Lord Grey, former governor general of 
Canada, who has recently returned via 
the Dominion and the United States to 
England from à tour around the world, 
was served on his arrival in London with 
papers in a somewhat sensational law- 
suit.

PREPARE 0 OCCUPY HAITI 


Navy Department Orders. Ma- 
rines Assembled in Cuba. 


INTENDED AS A WARNING. 


U. S. Holds Revolutions in Haiti 
and San Domingo Must End. 


Washington, D. C., July 13.—Beven hun- 
dred marines today were ordered assem- 
bled at Guantanamo, Cuba, to be held in 
readiness for service in revolution-torn 
Haiti and San Domingo, 

The navy department acted at the re- 
quest of Secretary Bryan, who asked that 
the fleet be prepared to deal with any 
emergency that might arise on the tur- 
bulent little island. 

At Guantanamo the force will be only a 
day’s wail from the north coast of Haiti 
and San Domingo, and their proximity is 
expected to impress upon the revolution- 
ary forces the determination of the Amer- 
ican government to terminate their ac- 
tivities by foreible means unless they 
listen to the warnings already given. 

The situation in San Domingo has come 
to be regarded as almost hopeless of « 
cure from within, while in Haiti condi- 
tions are little better. 


APPEALS TO M. c. T. U. TO AID 
IN PAYING TEMPLE DEBT. 


Mrs. Matilda Carse Points Out That 
Memorial to Frances Willard May 
Be Lost if Help Is Not Given. 


Mrs. Matilda B. Carse, president of the 
board of temple trustees, and founder of 
the temple, has issued an appeal to the 
national organization of the Women’s 
Christian Temperance union to unite in 
paying off a §000,000 mortgage on the 
Temple building.

Clinton, Ill., Murder Case Goes to 
Logan County on Plea Prejudice 
Bars Fair Trial. 


Clinton, III., July 13.—[Special.]—Cari 
E. Person, labor leader and editor of the 
Strike Bulletin, charged with the mur- 
der of Tony Musser, one of the miners’ 
strike breakers, was granted a change of 
venue today by Judge W. G. Cochran. 

The motion for a change of venue was 
backed by more than 500 affidavits to the 
effect that this community was too preju- 
diced to give Person a fair trial. The 
state had more than 400 counter affi- 
davits. Judge Cochran stated, under 
the ruling of the Supreme court in the 
Pfanschmidt case, he believed it was 
his duty to grant the change. He sent 
the case to Logan county, where it will 
come to trial at the next term of Circuit 
court, which will convene Sept. 21.

Judge Windes yesterday dismissed two 
petitions filed by Dudley Taylor, attorney 
for Bernard J. Bfting and L. Walter 
Powers, restaurant owners, charging 
that striking waitresses were violating 
the injunction issued against picketing a 
week ago and asking that they be ad- 
judged in contempt of court.

OILING milk thickened with ar- 
rowroot, can be used to replace 
white sauce in many instances 
without the butter being missed 
although tha: may be added off 
the stove. This is the starchy thing 
which our grandmothers used a great 
deal as a thickening agent as well as for 
the invalids’ gruels. . With toasted bread 
or crackers it can be used for making 
cream toast, and some of the dainty sum- 
mer soups may be made from it. The 
milk and arrowroot alone constitute al- 
most a cream soup. 
ARROWROOT BEVERAGE.—Wet a 
dessert spoonful of arrowroot with cold 


milk; pour over ene cup of boiling mik. 


This is 
the foundation which may equal white 
sauce or be used just as it is for food. 


For a drink add one teaspoon of sugar, 
and you will have something that you 
can hardly distinguish from a soft cus- 
' tard, except by the color. 


It may be va- 
riously flavored, but is good as well as 
nourishing with no addition but the sugar.

Arrowroot is more expensive than corn- 
starch by considerable. But, if used with 
milk to make an equivalent of white 
auce, it is scarcely more expensive than 
butter, or at any rate, 2 cents isan ample 
allowance for what is needed for a Fu 
of milk. 

In England, where it is much used, it 
has varied greatly in price, the most 
expensive costing fifty-three times as 
much as the least.

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 


BERLIN, July 18.—Bohm, the aviator, who 
New from 5:52 p. m. Friday until 6:04 p. m. 
Saturday, thus breaking Laudsmann’s record 
by 2:28, today describes his experience, 

[I started in an ordinary army Albatross 
biplane fitted with six cylinders and 75 horse 
power Mercedes engines, carrying 132 gallons 
of petrol. It was the machine in which Herr 
Laudsmann’s record was made. My provisions 
consisted of a vacuum flask filled with cold 
milk, several packets of chocolate, and a few 
cakes. Despite the heavy load, I ascended 
easily, and in order to save petrol flew slowly 
around the aerodome. First I did not go higher 
than 80 feet. As night wore on I went higher 
and for an hour or two I left Johannisthal and 
flew across Berlin and Potsdam. 

J returned to the aerodome at midnight 
end then took up my weary circuit. How 
many rounds 1 made I suppose nobody will 
ever know. I must have covered roundiy 1,350 
miles, as my speed averaged 87% miles an hour. 
The engine was working perfectly at the finish. 
If I had had enough petrol I could easily have 
flown another twelve hours, I finished fresher 
than I started, although I was on duty for 
twelve hours without rest before I went up. 
The Atlantic flight is sure to be accomplished 
soon, It ia only a case of a powerful enough 
machine. No machine, in my opinion, will be 
practicable which does not contain three en- 
ines, none of which should be worked to its 
limit. There should also be two separate 
pilots. 1 found myself growing stronger after 
the first ten or twelve hours. If you can sur- 
vive the strain of that period the rest is easy. 

Toward the end of the flight a nero thunder 
storm burst over the aerodome, but Bohm re- 
fused to give up. During the daylight hours 
Bohm put in a good deal of time reading, but 
usually had to contend with brisk winds, espe- 
cially at the higher altitudes. When the storm 
came on he had been alert. His hands were 
sore and hardened from the steering.

PLAN A FALSE BOTTOM. 


Believe Broad Planing Surface 
Will Lift Craft from Water.

Hammondsport, N. T., July 13.—[Spe- 
cial.}—A third principle, entirely differ- 
ent from the two followed so far in the | 
experiments on the Rodman Wanamaker 
trans-Atlantic airboat, was resorted to 
today. We have tried out submerged fins 
and hydroblades of various types, also 
pontoons, 

This morning we decided to try alter- 
ing altogether the shape of the hull of the 
America by building on a false bottom of 
the inverted V shape employed in the 
s0-Called sea sleds. The bottom of the 
boat will be increased in width from four 
to seven and a half feet, the bow will be 
extended, and the planing surface of the 
alrboat greatly increased. 


Will Try Speed Boat Plan. 

This suggestion came up in a discussion 
of the results of yesterday's tryout of 
the newest combination of submerged 
The inverted V shaped 
type has been employed in construction 
of the speed boats called sea sleds. 

The advantage claimed for this type 
of construction is that the inverted V 
shape bottom makes room for an air 
cushion as the boat comes to the surface, 
the air helping to break the suction and 
lift the boat off the water. After a discus- 
sion among the various experts who are 
trying to solve the problem of lifting 
the America out of the water under full 
load it was decided to test out this type 
rather than proceed with the experiments 
with blades, fina, pontoons, ete. 


Radical Change in Construction. 

It is true that this! ga radical departure 
from the principle we were following yes- 
terday when the latest combination of 
fins and blades produced encouraging re- 
results. It will take probably until tomor- 
row night to bulld the sea sled bottom 
on the America, but it was agreed among 
us that the chances of making a sea- 
worthy boat would be greater than by 
using the fins and blades, even if we 
succeeded in perfecting them from the 
Sunday's experiments. 


U.S. JUDGE NAMES RECEIVERS 
FOR $17,500,000 CONCERN. 


United States Light and Heating 
Company of New York Charged 
with Mismanagement. 


Buffalo, N. T., July 18.—Judge John R. 
Hazel in the Federal court here today 
appointed receivers for the United States 
Light and Heating company, a 517,500, 000 
corporation engaged in the manufacture 
of car lighting and heating apparatus. 

The application for the receivership 
was made by Frederick R. Humpage, one 
of a committee of three appointed last 
December by a minority stockholders’ 
committee to investigate the operations 
of the company. Mr. Humpage said the 
company is solvent and will continue so 
if properly managed. He criticised many 
of the acts of the directors, which, he 
alleged, dissipated the funds of the cor- 
poration. 

The assets of the company were placed 


at $3,000,000 and liabilities at 9000 000. 


KIDNAPING GANG 
BELIEVED TAKEN 
Arrest of Ten Men in New 


York May Break Up Or- 
ganized Traffic. 


CASE TO GRAND JURY. 


New York, July 13.—[Special.]—Inves- 
tigation by the grand jury of the opera- 
tions of a band of kidnapers and black- 
mailers that have been stealing children 
for ten years will begin tomorrow under 
the guidance of Assistant District Attor- 
ney Weller. Mr. Weller says that in the 
last ten years 150 children have been 
stolen in New York and held for ransom, 
varying from $600 to $1,500, according to 
the resources of the parents. 

It is believed that there will be many 
indictments. There are ten defendants 
in one case that will be submitted to the 
gtand jury. These men were held in 
heavy bail today by Magistrate McQuade 
in Jefferson Market court. 


Accused of Stealing Boys. 

The men are accused of kidnaping 
Frank Longo, the 8 year old gon of a 
baker. 

Two of the defendants In the case are 
hetd for participation T the stealing of 
Frand Di Fiori, the 8 year old son of a 
Hariem grocer. The child was stolen in 
the summer of 1012 and held until hie 
parents paid $600. 

Mr. Weller's study of the court records 
shows that in the last ten years only 
thirty-one kidnapers have been prose- 
cuted. Nine of these were convicted. 
Three were found guilty in General Ses- 
sions two weeks ago. One of the three, a 
woman, was sentenced to prison for 
twelve years. Her husband got a sentence 
of thirty years. 


Believes Kidnapers Are Organized, 

Mr. Weller believes that in the grand 
jury investigation he will be able to ex- 
plain some of the mysteries of this form 
of blackmail. He has learned that there 
is an organized band of kidmapers and 
that the earnings of each crime are divid- 
ed in a businesslike way.

ROADS ASSURED — 
RATE INCREASES 


Commerce Commission Rul- 
ing Due This Week; Not 
a General Advance, 
However. 


NO “RUIN” EVIDENCED. 


If Lines Charge for Services 
Now Free and Economize 
They Will Prosper, 

Is Opinion. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., July 18.—[{Special.} 
—The interstate commerce commissioners 
conferred up to a late hour tonight on 
their decision in the eastern railroad rate 
advance case, which they will make pub- 
He some time this week. 

When the commissioners began their 
conferences today they expected the de- 
cision would be made known tomorrow. 
It is now thought hardly likely that it will 
be handed down before Wednesday. 

From a source so close to the commis- 
sion as to be absolutely authoritative, 
Tun TRIBUNE correspondent learned to- 
night that the general forecast of the de- 
cision published several weeks ago was 
correct in every essential, 


The Ruling in Brief. 
This in brief will be the commission's 


ruling in the case: 

1. There is no need for a general 
horizontal increase in rates. 

2. There is need for a readjustment 
of certain schedules, particularly on 
light bulky commodities, which will 
give the railroads an increased com- 
pensation for carrying them. 

3. The present rate on commodities 
such as lumber, coal, stone, ore, iron, 
and the like are remunerative enough 
and need no change. 

4. The present lake and rail rates 
are high enough as they stand, with- 
out necessity for further increase. 

. The railroads should increase 
their revenues by charging for all 
service they now perform free, such 
as ferry or trap car services, light- 
erage, spotting, and switching. 


No Evidence of Smash.“ 

The commission has reached the con- 
clusion that there is no evidence that 
things are going to smash in the railroad 
business. On the other hand, it will point 
out to the carriers how they may save 


, millions anually through sensible econ- 


omies. It will suggest to them that they 
install some uniform system for the eon- 
trol of their maintenance charges, which 
bave varied millions annually for years 
It wil lalso suggest a more rigid 
scheme of bookkeeping that all expendi- 
tures which go into corporate wealth ma 
be distinguished from those expenditures 
made purely for maintenance, 

The commission will point out that there 
has been a general depression in business 
throughout the country and throughout 
the world for some months past and the 
hardships the railroads have suffered 
are no worse relatively than those suf- 
fered by other industries. 


NAVAL OFFICERS MUST BE 
DIPLOMATS; SAYS DANIELS. 


Secretary Cites How Our Foreign 
Policy Often Hangs on Their Ac- 
tion—Addresses War College. 


Newport, R. I., July 13 —How the ra- 
tion's foreign policy often hangs upon 
th.e action and discretion of a naval offi- 
cer commanding a warship in a far away 
port was discussed by Secretary Dan'sis 
here today at the opening of the naval 
war college session. He pictured the 
duties of the naval officer in the role of 
diplomat, recalled incidents in which com- 
manders of American warships in fore‘gn 
ports had opened new chapters la Amer.

He praised Admiral Mayo’s work at 
Tampico, Perry's achievement in open- 
ing Japan to commerce, Dewey's victory, 
and Fletcher's occupation of Vera Crus.

“Bud” White’s New Diversion, 

Such famous old gamesters as Bud” 
White and Sig '’ Hart—the latter known 
for his intimacy with Jack Johnson—now 
are peddling paddles through the crowds 
at White City and collecting for each 
numbered slab the usual 10 cent piece. 

Can it be that Bud White, the Quinna, 
Jockey Kid Warren, and Hart have 
dropped into minor league gambling?” 
a pal of Bud's was asked yesterday. 

“ Not on your life. Bud is cleaning up 
on that paddle Wheel stuff. Easiest thing 
in the world, and it fools the suckers,” 
the pal answered, and winked. 

“ Who's the guardian angel in the city 
hall?!“ 

“The protection is working splendid 
I.“ he said. 

The following report of the Citizens’ as- 
sociation, signed by Secretary Shelby u. 
Singleton, is addressed to Chief Gleason. 


Protest to Gleason. 

Mr. Singeton's letter follows: 

“Iam directed by the Citizens associa- 
tion of Chi ; inquire why open 
gambling is mitted at the prin- 
cipal amusement parks of Chicago. At 
White City and at San Souci garden, as . 
well as at Riverview park, the laws and 
ordinances in regard to gambling have 
been and are being openly and notorious- 
ly violated. 

“On Inquiry at the business office at 
the White City our investigators were 
informed that the concessions for games 
of various kinds had been let to one Sam 
Lennox, but that he had sublet the con- 
cessions for gambling games to Bud 
White and ‘Sig’ Hart, who are operat- 
ing these games. 

In the absence of Mr. Lennox, his son, 
who was found In charge of one of the 
nongambling concessions, said that his 
father had sublet all games of chance 
to White and Hart, but had retained 
those in which skill was a factor. Young 
Lennox said that his father ‘took ne 
chance on any gambling games.’ 


Says Games Are “Fixed.” 

“He vouchsafed the further informa- 
tion that it had all been ‘ fixed’ so that 
there would be no trouble with the police 
about the open gambling, adding, how- 
ever, that had not known how the ‘fixing’ 
was done or who had done it. The name 
of a well known politician in the stock- 
yards district is mentioned as the political 
backer of Bud White and Sig Hart 
in their enterprise. 

At Sans Souci garden our investiga- 
tors were informed that the concessions 
for the two wheels of fortunc in operation 
there were held by a First ward saloon- 
keeper who had strong political backing 
from that ward. 


Politicians Are Interested. 

The investigators reported that they 
had been informed at Riverview park 
that the wheel of fortune concession 
there, where five wheels were in opera- 
tion, was held by one J. B. Warren of the 
United Fairs Booking company, with of- 
fices in the Schiller building; that 
liam Quinn, a saloonkeeper at 69 West 
Washington street, was reported to be 
interested with Warren and two north 
side politicians in the concessions: and 
that strong political influence had ena- 
bled the gambling games to run unmo<« 
lested. 

Asks Gleason to Act. 

“The Citizens’ association calls your 
attention to these matters in the hope 
that this open gambling, which through 
the connivance of the police is probatly 
ylelding thousands of dollars of profits 
each week to the operators and their po- 
litical backers, will be promptly sur- 
pressed.“
